DICKINSON ON CUBA. 


A Kinging Speech and Demonstra- 


tion In Favor of Recognition. 


THE THE HAS ARRIVED FOR ACTIOI 


And Longer Apathy Will b« a Crime 


Against 
Our Own People—The 


United States Should Recognize . 


Cuban Belligerencey. 


DETROIT, Mich., Jan. 19.—Hon. Don 


M. Dickinson delivered an address on 
"Cbua'' before the Detroit Manufac- 
turers' club at the Chamber of Com- 
merce hall last night. The audience 
was a representative gathering of busi- 
ness men of the city. 


Mr. Dickinson's remarks were re- 


ceived with wild enthusiat-m. He said 
that if there ever was a cause that ap- 
pealed to the heart and soul of every 
liberty-loving man, woman and child, 
that cause is Cuba's. 


The time hat, come for every manu- 


facturing concern to take up the Cu- 
ban question and press it on congress 
as a matter of business. Complica- 
tions may arise at any time. England 
believes that in Cuba is her only se- 
curity for the payment of Spanish 
loans, and almost any day the English 
fleet, in spite of the Monroe doctrine, 
may take possession of every Cuban 
port and force the collection of this 
money. 


Time has come for action, he de- 


clared, and inaction is a crime against 
our own people. 
lie sketched the 


history of Cuba and explained the 
causes which led to the present revo- 
lution. Mr. Dickinson pointed out the 
advantages in a commercial way which 
would accrue to the United States if 
Cuba achieves her independence and 
"Cuba is going to win," he declared. 


We were not to be overawed by En- 


gland's mobilization of her fleet. Her 
action might scare the German em- 
peror and the ruler of the Transvaal, 
hut if we had not a ship or a coast de- 
fense she would not scare us. En- 
gland has had her eye on Cuba since 
1840 and he believed that Lord Salis- 
bury had nothing else in view in the 
Venezuelan boundary dispute than to 
establish the precedent that the Mon- 
roe doctrine did not obtain and thus 
get possession of Cuba. 


There was no reason why the United 


States should 'not recognize the bel- 
ligerency of the Cubans, which re- 
cognition they have won in the eyes of 
the world. 


He thought both parties at Washing- 


ton should give up their game of poli- 
tics and do the right thing, the just 
thing, the placing of this brave people 
in the eatagory of soldier rather than 
that of bandits and murderers. 


Resolutions were adopted calling for 


the immediate attention and consid- 
eration on the part of congress of the 
Cuban question, declaring that any 
delay on the part of onr government in 
according belligerent rights is a posi- 
tive wrong, morally and legally, and 
that it is the duty of the United States 
government to forestall the action of 
any other commercial nation in earn- 
ing the obligation of the new repub- 
lic, and instructing the delegation of 
the Detroit Manufacturers' club to the 
national convention to be held at Chi- 
cago to present these resolutions to 
that convention and to urge and labor 
for their adoption and transmission to 
congress by that body.

SOMEBODY'S CARELESSNESS 


Bennlti in the Frightful Death of a Loco- 


motive Fireman. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 20.—Passenger tiain 


441, on the Harlam branch of the New 
York, New Haven & Hartford railroad, 
which left New Rochelle at six o'clock 
yesterday morning, ran into a part of 
a freight train near Van Nest station. 
The engine wae badly smashed and de- 
railed and the fireman was literally 
cut and smashed to pieces. Only two 
passengers were aboard and neither 
•was injured. The engineer escaped 
with a shaking up and a few bruises. 


A local freight train had passed Van 


Nest but a short time before the pas- 
senger was due, and had left a half 
dozen cars on a side track. Through 
somebjdy's carelessness the freight 
cars were left too near the switch, and 
a projecting corner of the la&t car was 
directly above one rail of the main 
track. Charles Gilbert, of New Bo- 
chelle, was just firing up as he came 
aronnd the curve toward Van Nest, 
when the engine struck the corner of 
the freight car. The tender and cab 
were smashed on Gilbert's side of the 
locomotive, and he was cut into a 
dozen pieces

To be Invited to Return to BlneSMite—TIM 


Strike on the Panama Caiml. 


COLON, Jan. SO.—It is reported here 


that the Mosquito Indians, including 
Chief Andrew Heady, will invite Chief 
Clarence to return to the Mosquito ter- 
ritory. Chief Clarence wa« deposed 


i by the Nicaraguans in 1894 and sub- 
sequently went to Jamaica where it 
was*said he was in receipt of a pen- 
sion from the British government. 
Urea* Britain refused to recognize tb* 
new Nicaraguan government that was 
set upat Blnefields after the deposi- 
tion of Chief Clarence, and out of thi» 
grew the troubles that resulted in 
Great Britain sending a squadron to- 
Corinto to enforce the payment of the 
indemnity demanded by that nation 
for the expulsion of the British vice- 
consul at Bluefields. 


Chief Bendy was appointed as the 


successor of Chief Clarence.* 


The strike among the laborers on 


the Panama canal continues. 


A dispatch from Bogota states that 


martial law has been proclaimed in 
the province of BarranquiDa, state of 
Bolivar. Six hundred troops are pro- 
ceeding from the coast up the Magda- 
lena river to the cLy of Baranquilla. 
The governor has been invested with 
military power and the police have 
been doubled. The government is vig- 
ilant, and is said to be prepared to put 
down any attempt at revolution. 


CARLISLE FOR PRESIDENT. 


The Secretary of the Treasury Said to be 


the Administration's Candidate. 


CINCINNATI, Jan. 20.—The Tribune 


to-day says: 


"There now seems to be DO question 


that John U. Carlisle is an avowed can- 
didate for the nomination for presi- 
dent, and in some quarters it is be- 
lieved that he has been selected to 
perpetuate the dynasty. 


"In Washington lat>t night it was 


definitely ascertained that Mr. Cleve- 
land was not a candidate and would 
not accept a fourth nomination. A 
gentleman who is known to be quite 
close to the president said to a Tribune 
reporter in the Arlington hotel last 
Thursday that Mr. Cleveland did not 
believe in third terms and felt that 
the country's safety depended on fre- 
quent rotation in office. 


"It was a very noticable fact during 


the three days that the local commit- 
tee was in Washington trying to get 
the national democratic convention 
that many of the delegates did not 
care to exhibit a preference until they 
had consulted the secretary of the 
treasury.

the Golden Fleece. It began in 183'J 
with the "Pike's Peak, or Bust" crowd 
who crossed the plains in ox wagons 
burrowed at the base of the great peak 
and necessarily traversed the odjaeen 
Cripple Creek district—walking over 
millions while searching for wealth 


Capt. Zebulon Pike discovered gold 


at the base of the peak about 1837-8 
but he was more interested in explora- 
tions. Had his discoveries been pros- 
pected, the west would have been set- 
tled much earlier, and perhaps the his- 
tory of the country somewhat changed 
But the "Pike's Peak or Bust" crowd 
succeeded only in busting. Vet, prac- 
tical mining men had often traversed 
this district, and passed on to what they 
thought were richer fields. For 30 
years active prospecting has been going 
on, and the richest mines known to the 
world have just been discovered—and, 
rortunately, by very poor men, not one 
of whom perhaps ever dreamed of pos- 
sessing as much as $10,000. In the iat- 
:er 70's the keeper of a small grocery 
etore at Leodville staked Adam Heche, 
a prospector, with a burro mule and 
S50. Keche and Tabor became million- 
aires. The district has averaged a pro- 
duction of $10,000,000 a year since. A 
character known to the Nevada miners 
as "Virginia" discovered silver at the 
Jace which bears his name—Virginia 
lity. "Bob" Comstock traced the lode, 
rhich extended three mile.s. They were 
:haracters similar to poor "half crazy 
Job" 
Womack, and both lived and 


died in poverty. From one group of 
mines, the Bonanzas, about $200,000,000 
were taken.
